And immediately after the 
Conqueſt, A. D. 1068, (if nor before) Oxford obtain'd the Name of a - 
City: And in the Caſtle-yard ſtood the Ancient Town-Hall ( the 
Ruins of which are till Viſible) which is generally plac'd in the 
Heart of a City. ; A 
And before the Cenqueſt, where the Cafile (the County-Goal 
now ſtands (which was founded by Robert D'oylie, A. D. 1071+ 
there was firſt a College, call'd St. George's College, in the which was 
a Prior (or Dean) and ſome Secular (after wards Regular) Canodls. 
And the Church which is now call'd St. Thomas's, was then St. 
George's Church, built by Oſmund, Biſhop of Sarum. ' 
ereabours was alſo Oſeney- Abby, built in K. Henry the 1s. 
Time (4. D. 1129.) by the ſaid Robert D'oylie, the Ruins of the 
Walls of which, ſtill how it to have been very Large. And here- 
abouts was Rewly- Abby, and ſeveral other Religious Houſes and 
Schools; which tho' they were famous Manſions formerly (Fuit 
Ilium & ingens) yet Nunc Seges ubi Roms fuit ; the one Aly being 
dwindl'd into a Water-mill, the other into a Publick Brew-houſe. 
Not far from theſe Abby's (viz. near the preſent ſite of Wad- 
ham College, on the North Side of Helywell. Street) A. D. 1269. was 
a Hall built for the Auſtin Friars, together with a Chapel: ( From 
whence We have our Auguſtin Diſputations, now in Uſe inthe Uni- 
verſity There was alſo another famous Hal call'd Auls Grees. 
elides theſe were ſeveral other Schools and Houſes hir'd of the 
Townſmen-for the Scholars (before the Foundation of Colleges) 
call'd Inns, Halli, Haſteln or Hoſpitia Studioſorum, to the Number of 
300. | 
Not very far off was a Monaſtery erected by Didan Duke of Oxford, 
of which he made his Daughter St. Friderwide Abbeſs, and where 
her Body was buried in 739, and where her ſtately Tomb is ſtill 
remaining, and a fine Old Piece of work it is. The ſaid Mena. 
Hery afterwards became Part of Chriſt-church, and a Royal and 
Ample Foundation. |

This Royal Encouragement made the 
Univerſity flourifh prodigiouſſr. A 
Oxford, in K. Hen. 34 Time, was ſo flouriſhiug an Univerſity, 
t the Number of the Scholars was ſaid to be 15000; (as we 
are inform'd by Riſbanger in his Chron:) there having been a Come 
putation made out of the Matriculation Book about the Year 1263. 
Ia whoſe Time the Inceprors at the Publick Ad, were uſed to make 
ſuch ſplendid Entertainments at the taking their Degrees, that; 
their ws and, Hoſtel were not able to contain them, ſo that they 
were ſaid to fill Tee and the Cloiſters, and other Houſes. 
At which Entertainmentꝭ the Mayor of the City, and his Brethren 
(being. invited) were preſent, who gave Money out of their 
Trefery co the Inceptort. 17655 1 
But Lask pardon for this Digreſſion, for I ſhould not go out of 
ie Way, when I am pretending to ſhew the Way, I mean the Old 
Roman Way. More might be ſaid on this Occaſion, but this may 
be ſufficient to ſhow (what Thomas Rudburne in his Chronicon Hy- 
denſe aſſerts) that hereabouts (i. e. on the Weſtern Part of Oxford) 
vag anciently ſeated the Univerfity of Oxford before its Reſtoration 
by King Alfred. Which was the Reaſon of the Roman Road bein 
turn'd this Way.

And when Jovian, Gratian, 
Conſtantine, and his Son Conflans, and Maximus, had 
taken upon em the Government of Britain, —_—

dued them all by his The very laſt 
that endeavour 4 to de — 5 Britains, was V bel 
nian the Third, (tho' he was not able to recover the 
Province.) For no ſooner had FZonorius recall'd his 
Foros, to defend Gaul, but the Barbarians return'd, 
and ea wy broke thro the aforeſaid Frontier, and de. 
ſtroy'd all before em. Hereupon at the Requeſt of the 
Britains, Palentinian ſent them ſome Forces under the 
Conduct of Callio, who built them a Wall not like the 
other, but of Stone, and left them to defend themſelves. 
Thus the Romans, intending to return no more, took 
their laſt Farewel of our Anceſtors, the Britains, which 
was 1n the Year of our Lord 448. |

Side, as well as their Country-men and Anceſtors dil 
the North Part of Britain, from the Invaſian of thi 
Pitt and Scots. So much for the Roman Coins. 
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Roman WAYS. 
H thus trac'd the Romans by their Coins, let 
ns trace em ſtill by the other Remains of their 
Heſiigia, their Port. Ways, leading from one Station 

to another. | * 
The Firſt that I ſhall mention in HFritain, is the 
Tkenild-Way, which runs cloſe by Euelm, where the 
Coins (that I have given you a Deſcription of) were 
fonnd. This Way runs thro' Part of Oxford ſhire, from 
Nor th. Eaſt, to South-Weſt, coming into it out of 
Buckinghamsſhire, at the Pariſh of Chruner, and going 
out again over the Thames into Berk-ſhire, at the Pariſh 
of Goreing, which is the only Town or Village in 
Oxford ſhire it paſſes thro?. It ſeems to come out of 
Suffolk, and to paſs Weſt. ward into Devon. ſhire and 
Cornwall, to the Lands-End.

Another Old Roman Way, is a Ficinal-Way, (of 
which likewiſe there is but one in Oxford ſhire) an

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Ewelm, between Colebrook and Wallenford ; (which 
laſt ancient Town, Dr. Plot ſays, did not ſtand formerly 
where it now does, this Old May, pointing down from 
between Mungewell and Nuncham-Harren on Oxford- 
ire Side the River, near a Mile below the Town as 
tis now ſeated). This Old Yallam, as it runs towards
